Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Oct. 30 (AP) — British 
troops of the Fifth Army storming across the Rpjfia canal 
Red in a three-mile plunge have occupied the seaside town of 
Mondragone to ram squarely against lofty Mount Masai co, 
western anchor of the new German line in Italy, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
Farther inland, American forces developed a flanking 
threat against Mount Massico, capturing Pietravairano which 
dominates both the upper Volturno river valley and the main 
Capua-Home highway. 
Simultaneously, the British Eighth Army to the east 
forged ahead to take Montemitro, on the lower hank of the 
Trigno river I I miles inland from their bridgehead in the 
San Salvo area, where the heaviest fighting on the Italian 
front still raged. 
Take 15 Italian Towns 
Some 15 towns in all fell to the Allied advance, hindered by 
heavy rains and mud in all sectors. 
Mule transport had to be 
substituted for motor vehicles in some mountainous localities. 
The British sprang from trenches and foxholes along the 
southern banks of the Regia canal to take Mondragone. They 
had been held to that line, paralleling the lower Volturno 
river, for more than a week by heavy enemy fire from the 
lower slopes of Massico ridge. 
Mondragone was deserted, and an Allied otficer said the 
town had become valueless to the Germans who would make 
__________their really important stands from the ridge itself.

Which tile rest of us should dili­ 
gently avoid this coming winter. 
Last year he slipped into the care­ 
less habit of assuming th at if too 
much water collected in the sedi­ 
m ent trap of the fuel system he 
would have it emptied out and not 
worry about th a t bridge until he 
came to it. 
Unknown to him the 
combination of water and gasoline 
in the fuel pump was exerting a 
corrosive effect on the zinc part of 
th at im portant unit. 
In due course 
the resulting zinc carbonate actually 
clogged the carburetor and gave 
him a real headache on his one and 
only trip of the year. 
Secret Is in Compromise 
In all engineering discussions the 
m atter of compromising invariably 
comes to th e fore when designers 
finally get around to w hat they be­ 
lieve is to be incorporated in the 
final product. 
Tills may seem far 
removed from your personal efforts 
to get more to the gallon or to the 
tire, but actually compromising is 
the keynote of saving. 
Any engine 
can be m ade to give several more 
miles to the gallon of gas: and m any 
can be Jumped up surprisingly. But 
this is usually done with a loss in 
power, in perform ance and often 
in all-around gas mileage. "lf the 
m ixture is too lean there is need 
for more choking in starting, and 
there will be strain and overheating 
on upgrades. 
Tires carried at too 
high pressure will roll farther w ith­ 
out undue tread wear, provided the 
roads are sm ooth. 
In actual serv­ 
ice an 
over-inflated 
tire 
pounds 
more, 
wears 
in 
a 
more 
serious 
fashion. 
G et all the angles on Ideas before 
you adopt them . 
W hat you really J 
want is overall efficiency. 
Here’s an idea for those of you i 
who want to get the best service 
from the engine: 
In their studies of tile “Chemical 
Problems of Engine Lubrication.’’ 
offered in a recent issue of the SAE 
Journal, Messrs. R. G. Larson, F. A. 
Armfleld 
and 
G. 
M 
W hitney 
“flushed” the crankcases of test en­ 
gines with the oil to be used for the 
tests. 
This ought to answer the 
question as to what 
to use for 
flushing. 
Ju st use oil of the same 
grade as you are going to put into 
the engine for the next 1,000 miles 
or for the particular season a t hand. 
They used the oil for 200 miles of 
driving before considering Hie flush­ 
ing complete. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“I have spoken before about the 
importance 
of 
tem perature when 
considering the cause of car trou­ 
bles. but maybe I did n 't m ake it 
plain th a t if you hear strange noises 
when the engine is first started up 
you should not jum p to the con­ 
clusion th a t there's trouble ahead. 


In fact. it is bad j>olicy to tear 
down an engine Just because of w hat 
are Renown as “cold” noises 
“W ait until the engine has warmed 
up. and then sta rt worrying lf the 
noises rem ain. 
Among the noises 
heard when first starting are those 
caused 
by 
slightly 
sticky 
valves. 
There are also mild piston slaps 
which vanish as soon as the pistons 
expand normally. 
Included among 
the cold noises are those due to 
bearings being slightly shy of lubri­ 
cant.'’ 
One thing th a t is costing us a 
lot of tire tread in these days of 
short runs and slow driving is the 
inefficient action of brakes which 
cause the wheels to lock. 
Some­ 
tim es this can be due to a warped 
brake drum or to a sticky brake 
shoe. 
At higher speeds such con­ 
ditions would not be sufficient, to 
lock the wheels and scuff the tires, 
but when the car is rolling a t a 
mere 15 or 20 miles per hour any 
tendency toward locking Is encour­ 
aged by the slow speed Itself. 
An­ 
other unfavorable factor is the ex­ 
cess of braking power on the aver­ 
age car. 
It tends to punish the 
tires a t lower speeds. 
Three to Remember 
If the engine is slow warm ing 
up 
these days better check 
the 
m otor therm ostat as it may not 
close when the engine is cold. 
W hat often passes for worn con­ 
necting rod bearings is merely a 
tem porary condition caused by over­ 
heating or lack of sufficient lubri­ 
cant. 
Lack of water can be in ­ 
cluded in this because it will, in 
turn, cause overheating and thin- 


‘ ning of the oil to a point where 
there is not enough oil pressure to 
keep the bearings quiet. 
It will take but a m om ent to do 
I this, but now and again after the 
engine is well warmed up. raise the 
hood and take a look to see tf the 
! choke valve is fully open. 
Check - 
| ing this saves much waste of fuel 


I as chokes often are found only par- 
! tinily open. 
Because low oil pressure does not 
necessarily mean th a t the engine 
isn’t being lubricated 
there is a 
tendency to overlook the fa rt th a t 
i the causes of such pressure drop 
may result in other serious com­ 
plications. 
For instance, pressure 
often is low because of accum ula­ 
tions of sludge which clog the oil 
screen. 
This sludge will eventually 
clog other parts of the oiling sys­ 
tem. not to m ention filling up the 
oil 
filter 
cartridge 
prem aturely. 
Nothing th at isn’t right about a ear 
can be tossed aside as unim portant. 
Why the Difference? 
One of the m ost interesting ques- 
! tions ever to reach this column asks 
why a driver can get better mileage 
going both ways over a hilly road 


j (by coasting freely) than by cover­ 
ing the same distance over a level 
(Stretch. 
Tile point is: Doesn’t the 
return trip up the hills one has 
coasted down completely offset the 
savings over the first leg of the flip. 
I think the way to answer this is 


to take a closer look at the trip 
over the level road. 
Isn’t It true 
th at the car could coast a high per­ 
centage of the way. but th at the 
driver usually fails to take advan­ 
tage of m om entum ? 
Free wheeling 
revealed many unseen opjxirtunities 
for savings 
Also on level ground 
many drivers keep Just under the 
car's free rolling speed. 
Thus Hie 
engine is constantly striving to keep 
the car 
rolling. 
This is always 
wasteful 
Sometimes leakage which develops 
in the exhaust is due to clogging 
of the tail pipe. Failure to consider 
this has resulted in m any owners 
going to the expense of trying to 
check leakage th at would not exist 
a t all were it not for this tail pipe 
condition which impeded free exit 
of exhaust gases. Among the things 
which can clog the tail pipe are: 
Hardened mud ffrom backing into 
a bank of soft earth, bending of 
the pipe from striking an obstruc­ 
tion and closing of the end due to 
collapse from excessive corrosion.
